Receive 50 Cents for Each Box 
Spread on Reel, 

Portland, Maine. — It 
appear that every line of labor is 
open to women. They are~now seen 
on the wharves in this city as gill-net 
spoolers. Each day, after a trip to 
the fishing grounds, the gill-nets have 
to be dried, and these reels are so 
arranged that the nets lie across 
them and are wound up similar to 4 
piece of thread on a spool, in fact, 
they are gigantic spools. One reel 
will hold a great many nets and are 
ready for use again in 24 hours, Wo- 
men. are now doing this sort of work. 
Many of them are wives of local 
fishermen. They receive 50 cents for 
each box of gill-nets which 
spread on the reel.

Whole Deposit Contains 
- Tons Dry Weight. 

Adelaide, South Australia. —~ On 
the seashore of South Australia lies 
unused, and until lately almost. un- 
known, a very large quantity of valu- 
able fiber, It is calculated that the 
whole deposit contains 4,500,000 tons 
dry weight. All this comes from the | 
growth in the shallow sea waters of | 
that region of Posidonia Australis. 
This is not what is usually known as 
a-seaweed, but is entirely of the na- 
ture of a flowering land plant, except 
for its habits é6f growing submerged 
in sea water. Its value comes from 
the fact that-when its long, straw- 
shaped leavés wither, they remain 
round the stem as tufts or string-like} 
threads, After a time a dense, matted 
bed of fiber forms on the sea.bottom, 
and the whole colony gets higher and 
higher in the water as this bed gets 
thicker. " 

In some places the matted beds are 
seven feet thick and several square 
miles in extent, so that a fine poten- 
tial industry is forescen by the South 
Australian Government, Three large 
companies are already .working at it, 
and markets are opening for its. sale 
as insulating material for steam pipes 
and refrigerating plants.

Bulgarians Seek Easy Terms 


Hope That the Way May Be Made 
Pleasant for Them. 

Sofia, Bulgaria. — An atmosphere 
of uneasiness and uncertainty is dis- 
cérnible here with regard to the out- 
come of the mission in Paris of the 
Bulgarian peace delegates. Bulgaria’s 
claims to the Dobrudja and her. as- 
Pirations as to Macedonia are still 
to the fore in discussion of the peace 
terms, and despite the hints of 
possible territorial losses, which have 
caused concern and brought out 
some bitter comment, there appears 
to be a general hope that justice, as 
it is viewed here, will be done Bul- 
garia in this respect, and that the 
questions at issue will be deter- 
mined independently of her partici- 
pation in the war on the side opposed 
to the allies.

Race Riots In Chicago 


State Troops Established a Barred 
Zone About Three Miles 
Square. 

Chicago, — Chicago streets are be- 
ing patrolled by soldiers called out 
by Governor Lowden at the request 
of Mayor Thompson for — the pro- 
tection of life and property threaten- 
ed by the race war, which for some 

days has terrorized the city. 

The State troops established a‘bar- 
red zone about three miles square, 
embracing most of the colored resi- 
dential district on the southside. In 
this zone they searched every person 
whom they mst for weapons. No one 
could pa’ss in or out without military 
permission, The district extended 
roughly from 122nd Street to 55th 
Street, north and south, and from 
Michigan. boulevard to Wenworth 
avenue, east and west. This happened 
when fiots in the colored district it- 
self had somewhat subsided, when 
there was an alarm spread of disturb- 
ances outside. New, York Central 
railroad officials reported all their 
trains being fired on. : 

Adjutant General Dickson, after an 
early evening trip through the threat- 
ened district, declared the situation 
was ominous, and his view was shar- 
ed by the mayor’s secretary, who ac- 
companied him. 

Hundreds of negroes appealed for 
Protection. Incerfdiary attacks upon 
negro homes increased through the 
day and night. Negro leaders declar- 
ed that many members of their race 
faced starvation because drivers of 
supply wagons feared to enter sonie 
parts of the black belt.

Any house, 
vehicle, or ‘other place where liquor 
is manufactured or sold is declared 
a nuisance. No ‘person. shall mann- 
facture, sell, barter, give away, trans- 
port, import, export, deliver, furnish 
or receive any intoxicating liquors.

The correspondent adds that the 
défiance of the Miners’ Federation by 
Herbert Smith, ‘president of the 
Yorkshire Miners’ Association, in 
declaring that the miners would fight 
to a finish, created a sensation — in 
Bradford. The dispatch adds that 
a long struggle is feared. > 

The flooding continued in several 
mines, bit it is stated that not more 
than six of them wgre flooded out. 
Naval, men are pumping. at three 
mines, * and additional sailors are on 
their way to the strike districts, but 
some offers of naval help have been 
refused’ by mineowners and mana- 
gers, who expressed the fear that 
through resentment at the employ- 
ment of sailors, the miners would 
start disorders, which up to the pre- 
sent have not occurred, At some of 
the cgllieries pumping has been car- 
ried on by the managers and their 
staffs, including clerks. 

A local strike of 8,000 miners at 
Leigh, Lancashire, has been called 
off, the settlement being entrusted to 


the Miners’ Federation, It is under- 
stood the government — will warn 
towns drawing supplies from the 


strike distriet that they must curtail 
their consumption of gas, electricity 
and water, Train services will also 
be reduced.

The estim- 
ates, both of area and of condition, 
are compiled from the returns of 
crop correspondents on June 30, 

For all crops, excepting rye, the 
areas now estimated are larger to the 
exfént of 1 or 2 per cent. than those 
reported a month ago as applying to 
the end of May. The total area 


under wheat is now estimated to be . 


17,282,570 acres, spring wheat occu- 
pying 16,484,820 acres, and falf wheat

In Alberta, there is. a-village whose 
houses have been constructed with- 
out nails, The houses were built by 
Ruthenian immigrants.

Meeting of Stockmen 
with Government 
in Calgary 


,A meeting of Southern Alberta stock- 
men was held in the City of Calgary, on 
July 3th, under the auspices of the Board 
of Trade for the purpose of giving the 
stockmen an opportunity of laying before 
the members of the Provincial Govern- 
ment details of the feed situation in South- 
ern Alberta, The Premier, Minister of 
Agriculture, Minister of Public Works 
and Provincial Treasurer represented the 
Government. A large number of ranchers 
and farmers were present and set out the 
situation to the Government, 

A large number of ald timers gave their 
views on the subject including A. E. Cross, 
Calgary, Ed, Maunsell of Macleod and P. 
Burns of Calgary. They urged upon the 
Government the necessity of putting into 
effect some reduced rates for the transpor- 
tation of stock to feed areas in the north 
and the transportation of feed from the 
north to the south. They urged that. 
everything possiblé be done as the situa- 
tion was exceedingly serious. The Premier 
and Minister of Agriculture outlined what 
the Government had already. done. This 
includéd the arrangement for free rates 
with the Railway Companies for stock 
shipped north to the feeding grounds and 
return before the fall of next year, free 
rates for haying outfits both ways and 
free rates ‘for hay shipped into the. dry 
area from any of the Prairie Provinces. 
The expenge of this is being borne by the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments 
and the railways. Arrangements are being 
made by the Provincial Government for 
the purchase of hay in Ontario and in 
Manitoba. The Minister of Agriculture 
stated that if possible at least one hundred 
thousand tons would be secured in this 
way. The Minister also promised that 
aiman would be placed in the Calgary 
Stock Yards for thie purpose of looking 
after the sales of animals~shipped in by 
farmers to be sold on the Calgary market. 
A complaint was made that outside buyers 
were’going through the country buying 
stock from people who are dried out and 
were not paying them market value, The 
members of the Government urged that 
farmers ship their cattle to the Alberta 
Stock Yards in Calgary where a represen- 
tative of the Department of Agriculture 
would see that they sold for their full value 
and proper returns made, Correspondence 
respecting this should be addressed to Mr, 
C. Marker, Dairy Commissioner, Culgary. 

Quite a large amount of feed has been 
secured in Northern Atberta, Northern 
Saskatchewan and Northern Manitoba. 
Information respecting feed and feeding 
grounds can be secured_by writing to Mr. 
J..D, Smith, Department of Agriculture, 
Kdmonton, who is in charge of thie work 
for the department. The départment has 
had several men travelling throughout 
the north country fooking for locations 
on which to cut hay and to winter cattle. 
Many men have already been directed to 
such places and the department still has 
a number of good locations, information 
about which can be secured by writing to 
Mr. Smith or calling at his_otlice, 

Application forme for securing reduced 

rates may be secured from the local rail- 
way agents, The application should be 
forwarded to Mr. J. D, Smith, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Edmonton, and if 
in order a certificate will be issued by the 
issued by the Provincial and Dominion 
Departments lointly which will entitle the 
holder to secure free rates under the 
Relief Tariff. 

Any stockinan or farmer who does not 
own more than one bundred head of 
cattle or three hundred head of sheep 
may ship two carloads under the tariff. 
The stock may be shipped from south of 
@ line running from Lloydininister to 
Chipman to Tofield t@:Campose to Wet- 
ashiwin but can not pped from one 
province to auother. — This stock must
